He'll send you a PCX (picture) of the circuit you can view in Windows 
Paint. 


Parts list; 1N4148 or 1N914, 1N4003, two .01uF caps, 10 M Ohm resistor, 
and a 220uH choke. Thats it. 


The 10 M Ohm goes to U1 pin 8, the choke attaches to the other end of 
the resistor. Next the 1N4148 is soldered onto the free end of the choke. 
The banded end is soldered to "keying in" on the PCB. 

At the junction of the 1N4148 and the choke, solder one end of one of 
the .Q1uF caps, the other end of the cap goes to ground. 


Almost done! Now solder the banded end of your 1N4003 diode to the 
junction of the 10 M Ohm and the 220uH choke, the other end of the 
diode goes to ground. Now solder one end of the last .01uF cap to 
the same junction, and the free end to the junction of RFC6, and C6.

Joe's (N2CX) comments on the dipole follow: 


With the recent discussions on lightweight, minimum encumbrance 
antennas for quick-up, quick down portable use, the dipole 

has not always been seriously considered. A dipole xcanx be 
made very light and easy to erect without any of the bother and 
potentially compromised efficiency of tuners and ground radials. 


Not only that, they can be very easily erected in the inverted 
vee configuration. Only a single high center support is needed. 
The ends can be tied off to available tie points that need be 
high enough ensure safety. 


Using lightweight wire, mini-coax and minimalist insulators, a 
very effective 40 meter dipole weighs only one pound and fits 
easily inside a plastic zip-lock bag. 


My comments: 

I have used such a dipole ever since I've been doing portable 

QRP operations. I have taken my dipole (inverted vee) with me 

in my business travels. It fits into a small baggie (4 x 6 inches). 

I have premeasured string to pre-determine the place to plant 

the stakes for the ends. I first toss a string over the one branch 
and find the gravity center of the vee. I measure out with the 
string, plant the stakes for the ends. Then I attach the ends of the 

dipole to the stakes. Then I use the string that was tossed over 

the branch to haul the center of the dipole and coax up. 

This takes only about 15 minutes to put up.

Hi Dave... Let me have a go at Oscilloscopes 101... 


An oscilloscope basically is a display device for voltage waveforms. The 
vertical input(s) provide a means to display the amplitude of a given 
voltage. This information becomes much more useful on an oscilloscope 
because it can display that voltage over a specific length of time. (It 
can also simply display that voltage versus another voltage, or against 
a specific standard of voltage using the horizontal axis-but for most 
purposes it is more useful to display it vs. a given length of time.) 


When you wish to observe a voltage that varies, you are then concerned 
with what period of time you wish to use. That is where all this math 
involving F= 1/t begins to actually exist for me. The higher the 
frequency, the smaller t is. But thinking about this, you can see that 
there is not so much a specific time period necessary to watch an AC 
waveform vary, as there is a range over which the waveform would have a 
meaningful shape-IF you can get the time frame synchronized with the 
waveform's variances. Meaning: you want to see the voltage excursions as 
they occur-not just the extremes. So how do we do this? 


The voltage is applied to the Y (vertical) axis. The gain of the 
amplifier is adjusted such that the limits of the maximum excursion(s) 
remain within the viewing area on the CRT (or LCD). Now you have a blur, 
consisting of a number of your waveforms all across the screen, from L 
to R, having a top and a bottom. 


Now, you must set how long you want to watch this signal. This 
determines the period you are to observe. Suppose you could also start 
this observation period at the exact moment that the waveform was at 0. 
This would mean-that for a sine wave, the trace would be at what you 
will think of as 0,0. (In reality you normally would set this point to 
somewhere left of 0,0-probably at -3,0 or -4,0.) If you did this, and 
had the timebase range set properly, you would see 1 or 2 or 3 
wavelengths (or however many would be expressed in your chosen 
timeframe)of your AC sinewave signal. And that-by the way-is what you 
will see coming out of your Explorer II. A 7 MHz AC sine wave. The time 
to observe one complete cycle is determined by that formula I mentioned, 
turned around a little: t=1/F for time in seconds and Frequency in 
Hertz. For Megahertz you need Microseconds... and so on. 


OK... so we are going to look at a 7 MHz RF signal... you can figure how 
much voltage will be present at the output of the transmitter into a 50 
ohm dummy load, and set the oscilloscope appropriately to give yourself 
from 2 to 4 divisions on the screen. Since we are talking QRP, there is 
probably no need for anything fancy in terms of voltage dividers/etc. to 
reduce the power you are hooking on to. BUT, you do not (usually) simply 
connect a cable from signal source to the ‘scope. Why? Well, in the 
first place there is some amount of capacitance inherent to the input of 
the 'scope input. This would affect the waveform-at the least changing 
its amplitude. Most measurements are made with a 10X probe. This is a 
probe with a reduction factor of 10 to 1. In doing this, the loading 
Capacitance is reduced to a few pf, and the circuit is considerably less 
affected. Note I did not say ‘unaffected’... it IS still there 
somewhat... but for most purposes is not significant. (For low 
level/sensitive circuit measurements you must use an FET-amplified probe 
which is expensive. I just found a 900 MHz FET probe surplus-like new, 
for $200, and am tickled pink to FINALLY get one.) 


Anyway, now you have your 10X probe connected to your RF output/dummy 
load. When you key your transmitter you see a 2 or 3 division high band 
across your screen. Now you change your timebase until the band resolves 
into waveforms, and finally into a sine wave or two. You now have a 
fairly accurate representation of your actual RF output. 


You may have had to adjust a TRIGGER control to get the display to 
settle down. The trigger just sets where on the waveform your timebase 
starts (triggers). If your scope has an AUTO position, that is the best 
trigger to start out with. You can usually use the actual waveform as 
the source of the trigger's action, via an external trigger input. This 
is sometimes necessary when you want to use a weak or complex waveform 
starting at some more specific point along its trace. AUTO normally 
works well however. You should note that you may still have to set the 
trigger point even in AUTO to get a stable display. 


Finally, you should think about what you want to display. Just seeing 
the sine wave should come as no surprise. It would be a pretty strange 
signal that was not a sine wave in this circumstance. What is useful 
here comes when you change the timebase back to where you have a bar 
across the screen, and then send dashes instead of purely key down. Now, 
you can observe the actual keying waveform as it happens. (You may have 
to adjust the timebase and trigger controls for a stable display.) If 
you have key clicks, they'll show up. Whatever you see, the reality of 
it all is why you want to have an oscilloscope in the first place. 


Several points remain to be made: there is probably a CALIBRATOR on your 
scope. There will be an adjustment on your 10X probe. This matches the 
probe to the ‘scope input. It is necessary if you are to accurately 
display corners such as your keyed waveform will have. Always compensate 


the probe first. You can obtain probes surplus/new from several sources. 
New probes can get expensive. Old probes can be useless-so check them 
thoroughly. I personally do not like 10x/1x switchable probes as a main 
probe: any source of noice in the path is a problem. I do like to use 
them as external triggering inputs however. Keep in mind that most 
probes have VERY limited high voltage capabilities: your 120VAC line is 
about it (220 VAC is probably Ok). 


One final point: you may have both DC and AC capabilities on your scope. 
When measuring AC, you have effectively a capacitor in series with your 
measurement (it does NOT alter the waveform-hence the word 
‘'effectively'), and voltages will be seen as excursions from center 
screen. For DC the trace will be where ever the DC voltage present takes 
it. You may adjust this using your position control. 


That's about it. I hope this will be useful to you, and please feel free 
to ask any questions I may have stirred up.

The only part of HAMCALC that loads into C:\ is the starting batch file. 
The remainder of the files load into subdirectories, and the structure is 
fixed. The VE3ERP.BAT file is unlikely to create any difficulties with 
any other files on the system. I have Version 23, and have used the 
collection since about Version 7/8 with no problems encountered in DOS, 
Wdws 3.1 or now in Wdws 95. However, those who like nothing in C:\ can 
create a virtual path for the program. However, revising the structure 
itself would mean revising not only the calls at the end of each basic 
program (nearly 150), but as well some internal cross-linking calls as 
well.

Hello qrpters 


I have made this mod (6k8 to pin 2 of U2 on AF board) a year ago on my qrp+ 
(serial number 727), Simon, another ham, has installed it for about 6 months. 
The power is between 5 and 8 watt and I always get good reports on the audio 
quality. Sometimes it is reported as sounding slightly compressed. I never 
checked the signal with measurement instruments. When I told Larry, W1HUE, 
about the mod two months ago, he wondered if there weren't any distortions. 


Well, recently I had a lot of trouble with my audio quality: the signal was 
heavely distorted an hardly understandable. First I removed the mod and it was 
less distorted but still bad; I listened to it with a second receiver. 

With a hint of Simon, I found that the distortion was due to rf coupling from 
my indoor antenna to the rig that was not well grounded either. With my 
external dipol I still had some coupling from my open feederline and atu. Now 
I have cleaned it all up, reinstalled the modification on U2 and it works 
without any problem: again I get nice audio quality reports. 


So I wonder, if any of you has made similar experiences with rf coupling into 
the qrp+ and I will be glad to hear from your mod results. I hope, Larry, you 
could do some real measurements once (and thanks for forwarding Markus' mail).

Thanks for all the people that gave me advice on this last week. The 
problem was not AM detection due to an overloaded front end, but 
rather that 6.176 MHz IF is the same frequency as the BBC shortwave 
broadcasts! The signal I was hearing was simply the BBC at the IF 
frequency bleeding through the front end. 


I didn't feel like retuning the VFO and using a different IF, so I 
added two more poles of selectivity to the front end and a grounded 
gate FET preamp. With an additional 10 db of gain, I made up for the 
additional filter loss and brought the noise floor of the receiver up 
a bit higher than the normal receiver background hiss. 


It seems to work great! No more BBC and an more sensitive receiver.

A callsign is not purged from the FCC database until one of two conditions 
are met: 


(1) The license expires and 2 years have passed 


(2) The next of kin advises the FCC that the callsign holder is SK, 
and includes a copy of the death certificate or obituary of the holder is 
included in the notification. 


It may be that W5LD's license has not yet expired. You can expedite the 
purge process by having the next of kin comply with (2) above.

I consider myself fortunate in two ways, at least far as the vanity call 
situation is concerned. First, I am among the fortunate ones that was able 
to take advantage of the first chance to change calls at no charge (early 
70s - can't remember exactly when and wasn't smart enough to keep my last 
WA8NBO and first W8DN tickets). Make that three ways because I was 
completely inactive at the time, didn't know what was available and, worse 
yet, didn't even understand what calls were being issued. I simply sent in 
my 610 and applied for any 8-land call the FCC wanted to give me (ex 
WA8NBO). To throw ones self at the mercy of the FCC and come up with W8DN 
is certainly fortunate! WHY did I do it? I still wonder about that but am 
certainly glad I did! 

The third, and probably the most fortunate was that I was given a 
reissued call instead of a brand new one. Even more fortunate, the call's 
previous owner was from a small town by the name of Sylvania, a suburb of 
Toledo, and about 110 miles from my home and just a few miles from two good 
sized hamfests that I attend regularly. Over the years I have been able to 
talk with many OTs and not-so-OTs who knew Russ Flora and who shared little 
bits of history with me and always wanted to know "Hey, how long you had 
that call? Do you know who had it before?". I have received an original 
W8DN QSL from 1934 and an eyeball QSO card that Russ used to pass out. The 
calling card is unique enough that I have taken the liberty of 
personalizing it with my own information and honorable mention of the 
original W8DN who was first licensed in 1916.
